‘Phat its wide dissemination in Europe 
will go far to correct its wider and 
most mischievous dissemination in 
Chiua, there can be no doubt; for the 
people of Europe and America, and 
particularly those sections of them who 
ultimately dictate the policy of their 
governments, cannot be shown too 
clearly the real barbarism which under- 
lies the surface suavity of the Chinese. 
At the same time some adverse com- 
mont is to be expected. ‘To the transla- 
tion has been affixed, by another but 
not less able hand, an introduction and 
a “Review of the history of foreign 
intercourse with China,” and as these 
are written principally from the stand- 
point of a missionary, they are not 
altogether free from a certain partiality, 
that prevents the writer from doing 
justice to both sides of the question 
before him. ‘Take for instance, the so- 
called right of residence for missionaries 
in the interior. ‘I'he writer gives a most 
naive reason why the British Govern- 
ment should accept the missionary view 
of this right. 

“Tt might have been foreseen,” he 
writes, “that Missionaries would insist 
on taking up their abode in the interior, 
and to leave their right to do so a 
dubious one could only work mischief.” 
Now at the present moment it is of 
obvious consequence that foreigners 
should show a united front, and so we 
hesitate to comment on the bold position 
here assumed, ‘The question of the 
“right” of inland residence was gradu- 
ally settling itself, by the acquiescence 
of the local authorities in the purchase 
of Jand by missionaries wherever these 
latter had, by reasonable behaviour, 
shown that such purchase would create 
no disturbance. No better or more 
durable method could possibly be 
found, and we cannot see that our 
government was to be blamed for 
letting matters take this course, Even 
so, it is obvious that the residence of 
missionaries in the interior is attended 
with certain grave disadvantages. If 
they are attacked, outraged, murdered, 
in ‘places inaccessible to our forces, 
weare placed in adilemma. We cannot 
promptly exact reparation, yet we feel 
that the spilling of English blood is an 
offence which it is altogether impossi- 
Ine to pass by. ‘The author of the 
“Review” would have us believe that 
® missionary is actually safer in the 
jnterior than at an open port. “There 


L sis no place,” he ssys, “ where efficacious 
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protection is oftener not obtainable 
than within the circuit of the ports. 
All the great riots take place there. 
Yet if a census of riots were taken it 
would be found that for one which has 
happened at a treaty port, twenty have 
happened in the interior. Less property 
was destroyed because there was less to 
destroy, Of course a riot at a port is 
“ great,” because foreigners and foreign 
houses are numerous there, Nor should 
our author credit missionaries with the 
whole of the treaty port riots. That 
at Shameen in 1883, and at Chinkiang 
in 1888 were not caused by missionary 
zeal; whereas, in a sense, all inland 
riots must. have been so caused. We 
are not defending or excusing the 
rioters at either place ; and join heartily 
with the missionaries in trusting that 
efficient measures will at length be 
taken for their prevention, Nothing 
‘but disgust and indignation and desire 
to avenge these insuits to humanity and 
religion can be aroused by the sight of 
the cartoons, but the presence of pole- 
mical matter in the preface may at the 
outset divert attention from them,

‘This 
morning the barometer is falling rapidly, 
4th February. —Yesterday the barometer 
remained rather high at Tientsin and fell 
rapidly at Shanghai.

ter ought to have occupied the attention 
ofthe Court. Instead of all this, however, 
the Court finds itself on assembling abso- 
lately without any witno-ses or evidence of 
any kind beyond two reports, one of which, 
that of Capt. Burr, of H.M.S. Porpoise,

more to Russia’s advantage to concentrate 
her forces ut Viadivostock and improve that 
fine port, than to scatter her limited re- 
sources aud thus wesken her position 
the extreme East, The Russian Govern- 
ment ought not, therefore, to cherish any 
ideas of conquest in Cores, but at the 
same time it should not be regarded as 
a matter of indifference whether the coun- 
try preserves or los-s its independence, 
for although by falling under Russian 
dominion Corea would become a cause of 
weakness for Russia, the Peninsula would 
constitute a real danger if it fell 
hands of another Power, 
forts, which are at present 
would become a menace to her if occupied 
by the troops of another State.

TYPHOID FEVER AND MILK. 
4th Feb. 

We read in a London contemporary 
that: “Lord Grey de Ruthyn has been 
Jaid up with a mild attack of typhoid 
fever, the origin of which it is difficult 
to trace, but still it is a singular coinci- 
dence that he was staying in Ireland at 
the same time that Prince George of 
Wales was, and at the same house. . . . 
‘fhe doctors are now strongly recom- 
mending every one to boil milk before 
using it for drinking purposes, ‘and to 
avoid cream for a while. 'I'yphoid is 
so often brought on by bad milk, hence 
these words of wisdom from the medical 
professiov.” There is more connection 
between these paragraphs than there 
would seem to be at first sight, and 
they have more interest to our readers 
than they would seem to have at first 
sight. here is a good deal of typhoid 
fever in Shanghai at the present time, 
and there has also been a good deal of 
disease among the cattle which eupply 
the settlements with milk. The Council 
publish weekly a report on the dairies 
situated within the limits of the settle- 
ments, but they have no authority to 
inspect the dairies outside these limits, 
from which so much of the milk used 
by foreigners is derived. They might 
ossibly, as a sanitary precaution, pro- 
Eibit the sale in the settlements of milk 
from dairies which did not ask for 
lar inspection, or the consumers of 
milk might insist that the dairies they 
patronise should submit to regular in- 
spection ; but meanwhile we would urge

value their health, of having all their 
milk boiled before using it. 


«THE SCENE OF THE RIO! 
BLACKWOOD. 
5th Feb, 
A proor that the riots of last summer 
have not yet lost all interest at home 
is afforded by Blackwood, which in two 
successive numbers, the last two of the 
year, contains articles on the subject. In 
the former of these, reviewed by us the 
other day, there is little to blame and 
much to praise, but that for December 
is a very poor production indeed. It is 
entitled The Scene of the Riots in China, 
but as @ matter of fact it is nothing 
more than the log-book of a superfluous 
globe-trotter, one William B. Harris. 
How much or how little it has to do 
with the scene as aforesaid may be 
gathered from the fact that never 
throughout the whole paper does the 
slightest allusion occur to Wusueh, the 
crowning atrocity of the rioters. Still, 
from the point of view of those who are 
anxious that the recurrence of these 
riots should be effectually prevented, 
and this can only be done by stern 
measures in Hunan, even such a paper 
as William B. Harris's has its use. It 
serves in its poor way to direct public 
attention to China. ‘The fraternity of 
globe-trotters is both numerous and 
influential ; Mrs. Bishop and Sir Edwin 
Arnold have made it respectable, and 
Messrs. Cook and Sons are making it 
popular. Hence whenever one of its 
members spreads himself in print he is 
sure of a sympathetic audience among 
at any rate his fellow members and 
their friends, and as William B. Harris 
expresses a very proper and sufficiently 
forcible indignation about the brutal 
treatment of the sisters at Ichang, he 
may be allowed to plead what additional 
notoriety he has thus given to the 
Yangtze rioters as some set-off against 
his many and most appalling blunders. 
For appalling they are. He and his 
companion took passage for Hankow by 
one of the river steamers. ‘The first 
person they came across on board was 
the head steward, wearing the ordinary 
every-day ‘bowler’ with its. knob of 
red twist, the mark of nothing in 
ticular that we know of. But 
Villiam B. Harris knows. He writes, 
“On the gangway we are met by a 
most respectable creature, a wizened 
Chinese, with a small round black caj 
on his head . . On the crown of his 
black cap he wears a red button. He 
is therefore ennobled. My companion, 
not being read in the mysteries of the 
ratios of Chinese rank to coloured but- 
tons, accosted this lofty Celestial with 
an insurpassable sang froid, ‘ Boy! where 
are our cabins?’ . . Imagine my relief 
when I discovered that this was the 
steward. His being ennobled was later 
explained to me. He had passed the 
lowest of the literary examinations, had 
been presented with the rank represent- 
ed by a red button, aud had made a 
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contract with the steamship owner to 
run the catering department at so much 
a head.” It is scarcely’ necessary to 
remark that “the rauk represented by 
a red button ” is at the very lowest that 
of a lieutenaut-goveruor of a province, 
who (though he is in charge of the 
finances) would hardly condescend to 
cater for a foreigu steamer. As for the 
“Jowest of the literary examinations,” 
it is probable enough that our steward 
had (not passed, for that would be far 
beyond the capacities of most. stewards, 
but) purchased for himself the grade of 
chien shéng. Every prudent man who 
has the means does this, for the posses- 
sion of it saves, or should save, him— 
much as Roman citizenship was sy 
posed to do—from hasty beating in 
courts of law. 

Why is it that globe-trotters must go 
out of their way to interlard their logs 
with fragments of local history, or dis- 
sertations on subjects concerning which 
they are incapable, from their ignorance 
of the language or other causes, of form- 
ing a just judgment? It is not. globe- 
trotters alone who are at fault in this 
respect ; for is not The Land of the 
Dragon, whose vwthor is our fellow- 
citizen, marred by like failings? — Mr. 
Percival, however, never blundered as 
badly as William B, Harris, whose ec- 
cursus on Chinkiaug is one of the most 
ingenious bits of muddling it has ever 
been our good fortune to meet with, 
“When in 1842,” he tells the readers 
of Blackwood, “ after the quelling of the 
‘Taiping rebellion, the allied troops re- 
tiring from Nanking entered Chinkiang, 
they discovered the place to be a city 
of the dead, for the meu had murdered 
their wives and then committed suicide 
—a most unnecessary proceeding, for no 
attack was intended upon their town. 
Tt was a pity they did not live 
long enough to regret their hastiness.” 
Now, as even William B, Harris ought 
to have known, the ‘Taiping rebellion 
was not quelled till more than twenty 
years after 1842 ; the troops in question 
were not “allied,” but were British only; 
they were not retiring from Nanking, 
but advancing upon it, and so far frém 
no attack being intended upon Chin 
kiang, Chinkiaug was very deliberately 
and of set purpose (for it commanded 
the Grand Canal and was a Manchu 
stronghold) stormed by our forces. 
‘The story of murder and suicide is 
unfortunately true, but only of the 
Manchu town, What finally, however, is 
meant by William B, Harris's comment 
on it is not very clear. ‘The people who 
did not live long enough are apparently 
not the British troops, but the suicides ; 
yet one would think a suicide who died 
under a firm conviction that he had 
done a cautious and a prudent act in 
murdering his family would die happier 
than another who “regretted his hasti- 
ness.” 

Our globe-trotter repeats the legend 
about boats’ eyes,—the “no got eye, no 
can see, no can see, how can go?” 





which 'T. 'T, Meadows derided as ‘an 
ancient fable in 1846, Curiously enough, 
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though he does speak of the missionaries 
Lat Wuha as “possessing the largest 
house in the’ place and one of the 
swailest churches in the world,” he does 
_ not tell the story about the “few 
remaining bricks.” Almost of course 
he expatiates on the length of Chinese 
plays ; indeed hie illustrates and explains 
it in’a way which does the highest 
credit to his imagination or to the 
Skipper, of that river,steamer. A single 
scene, he declares, may last’ 500 years, 
“because it is historical and the various 
lives of the many emperors are repre- 
sented, aud each life has to be acted in 
the same length of time as that emperor 
lived or reigued.” ‘Lhe theatres here 
get through the best part of eight plays 
iu an evening, sometimes of a dozen, 
but still the legeud lives, and apparently 
grows,—for the 500 years is far in 
advance of all earlier versions. Many 
other bits of misinformation are scat- 
tered up and down this paper. That 
Nanking was the capital of China till 
the Manchus came in; that the female 
of the Yangize valley does uot bind her 
feet, that the ‘l'ungting lake is “not 
far up the Han river,” that one of the 
chief exports of Hankow is sugar, are 
all such mistakes as the ordinary globe- 
trotter doing the Gorges wight be 
expected to make, But it really was 
not imperative ov him to commit them 
to type, uor is it easy to see what his 
editor was about in conniving at it. 
Of course editors can’t be omniscient ; 
still, they can be cautious and ask for 
credentials. A man doesn’t necessarily 
know all about “ ‘The Scene of the Riots” 
when he has run up to Havkow in a 
paddlewheeler, or even after le has 
visited the Lukan gorge in a houseboat.

HE FRENCH MAIL PAPERS. 
Pourricatty, the event of the week which 
ended on Christmas Day was the death of 
the Duke of Devonshire, a man who justi- 
fied in every way the regard which even 
the strongest Radicals still feel for the 
House of Lords. We must compress our 
notice of the papers into narrow limits this 
morning, but we must find room fur two 
extracts relating to the Duke, The Times 
of 2nd December say: 

It is with sincere regret that we record the 
death of the Duke of Devonshire, which took 
place. last night at Holker Hall. Born in 
April, 1808, the Duke was within a few 
months of completing his 84th year, and the 
news of his illness was accordingly received 
with foreboding, which, notwithstanding the 
transient rally of a robust constitution, has 
deen but, too fully justified. Although he 
ever took a leading part in political life, and 
consequently did not occupy a very prominent 
position in the publ , he has always com- 
manded the respect and admiration of an 
“audience fit though few ” by the breadth of 
his social and intellectual sympathies, and by 
his exemplary discharge of the duties’ helong- 
ing to his ‘exalted station, Educated at 
Trinity College, Cambridge, he Second 
Wrangler and Smith’s Prizeman in 1829, at 
the same time taking a first in classics. Such 
academic distinction is rarely achieved, 
except by meu acting under a stimalus which 
can scarcely be felt by the heir to a great 
title and to vast wealth. The late Duke 
never lost his interest in mathewatical studies, 
Dut added to it a keen and persistent love of 
science, together with sagucious enterprise in 


























its application to industrial development: | 
‘Tue:Cavemtish: Laboratory in. Cambridge'and 
his liberal beuefactions .to Owens College | 
attest his munificent interest in teaching and | 
research, while the construction of great 
docks and shipbuilding yards at Barrow, | 
together with the enormous development of | 
the iron industry in Furness, prove how fully | 
he entered into the practical movement of the 
age. Two Hourishing watering places also 
Dear .wituess to. his foresight and business 
capacity ; he practically created Eastbourne, 
and Buxton has been transformed aud launch 
‘ed on a new career by his influence 
The eulogy in the Duily News of the same 
date is not less complete and sincere :— 
‘The death of the Duke of Devonshire, which 
we record this morning with the deepest 
regret, will take no one by surprise. ‘The 
Duke was eighty-three years of age. Ever 
since the summer, if not before, his bealth 
had been gradually failing, and for more than 
a fortnight he had lingered peacefully on the 
confines of the other world. He has passed 
sway, as he had lived, in gentleness and 
quietude, surrounded by all. the surviving 
members of his family, and followed by the 
respect of his countrymen, the affection of his 
| neighbours, the love of his friends. ‘Through- 
| out his long career of public usefulness and 
| private worth no voice has been raised against, 
| him, no personal or political opponent has 
| been able even to bint a doubt or hesitate 
| dislike. ‘The head of a great House, the 
owner of huge estates, the father of a 
prominent political personage, he has fulfilled 
| every call of, duty, and “neglected, every 
| opportunity of ostentation. His academical 
honours were so extraordinary that they 
| would be remembered to this day if nothing 
} else were known about him. Either his iu- 
tellectual distinction or his social position 
| would have enabled him to cut « conspicuous 
| figure in the world. Both combined could 
|not tempt him from a life as simple and 
| blameless as it was admirable and beneficent. 
| Resembling on a larger scale the Laureate’s 
| Lincolnshire Squire, he 
Strove through fifty widowed years to help 
is homelier brother men, 
Served the poor and built the cottage, raised 
the schoo! und drained the fen.” 
Rarely indeed has such territorial power, 
with all its still immense capacities for good 
and evil, fallen into the hands of one so 
sincerely’ modest, so largely benevolent 
{nfiexibly upright, and so scrupulously just, 
The management of his English property was 
‘a model to every landlord ; the management 
of his Irish property extorted the admiration, 
of the Land League. As Chancellor of Cam- 
bridge for thirty years he was the munificent 
and diecriminatiang patron of education and 
research. It is comparatively easy, though 
not particularly common, for a rich’ man to 
endow a laboratory or to found a Chair.

Lord 
Rosebery, when bis turu presently” recurs, 
will himself be another. But for politicians 
out of office the House of Lords is litle better 
than a living tomb. ‘The new Duke of Devon- 
shire will make an attempt, we daresay, to 
keep alive his old uscendency in his party ; 
tbat. the effective leadership of the Liberal 
Unionists will ultimately pass to the man— 
Mr, Chamberlain or another—who continues 
to sit in what by a further touch of grim 
Constitutional humour is called the Lower 
House.

carrying out a fraud; she perj ures herself 
with perfect coolness ‘and une snecrn; she 
insinuates subsidiary charges of the ‘most 
serious kind against those whom , she is wrong: 
fully proceeding against for ska ader ; and she 
deliberately drags into this slough’ of com- 
plicated wickedness an uprig tit and honour 
able man who chivalrously rel .uses to believe 
anything evil of the woman F ,e loves. . What 
is the motive which can th ,us transform the 
ordinary young lady of soci sty into a dariuy 
and unscrupulous adveutr ess? So far us 
sppears at prevent, there? nove in any degree 

lequate to explain the p azzle. It does not 
appear that she was in any desperate pecuniary 
straits, Debts she may have shad, but she 
was not without resourr es, and still less was 
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she without friends who on the eve of her 
marriage would certainly have given her a 
clear start. Even overwhelming debt would 
not account for the phenomena, since mere

Mr. George A. Keefer, a Canadian civil 
engineer who has just made an inspection 
of the Trans-Siberian Railway, reports that 
it is to be carried out entirely by convict 
and military labour. We read :— 

A commencement has been made at both 
ends of the line ; but progress is slow, and 
although the contract for these particular 
sections is limited to three years, Mr. Keefer 
has no doubt that at the expirat of that 
term much will remain to be done. ‘The work 
is to bea national undertaking, and, from 
the class of men engaged in it, he believes it 
is not likely to be pressed forward with any 
degree of alacrity. The convicts are men 
naturally disinclined to work with any energy, 
and theit guards are so numerous and inex- 
perienced in railway construction that a 
serious impediment at once presents itself. 
Mr, Keefer is of opinion that the Russians 
will make a mess of it, and that before three 

ears have elapsed they will have to call in 

foreigners to complete the construction of 
their railways. He reports the country as 
free from engineering difficulties, and, in 
* fast; the most favourable he ever saw for tail 
way work. The seasons, however, are short, 
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and a foreigner taking a contract would have 
to house bis men for five or six months during 
the severe weather. From what he saw 
during his stay in Russia, and he travelled 
nearly four thousand miles over Russian 
territory, Mr. Keefer inclines t» the belief 
that the construction of this railway is more 
for military purposes than as a commercial 
enterprise or for the improvement of the 
country.

At the long range 15 explosive 
shells were then fired, part of them with 
large grained powder aud part with the 
new swokeless powder, After this graj 
shot with smokeless powder was fired at 
the short range target against the supposed 
storming party. "Gahappily a very strong 
wind that came in gusts round the wall, to 
a certain extent marred the effect on the 
targets, but the gun worked to perfection 
and on the whole the result was very good. 
H.E, the Goveruor complimented Capt. 
Piorkowski on the success ; it was especially 
mentioned how well the breech worked, 
both quick and easy, and that the recoil 
was very short, only about 10 inches, 
checked by a powerful brake. On the 
whole the workmanship of the gun in 
general was simply perfection, T hear that 
Cupt.

CASE OF ABDUCTION, 

‘Towards the end of June in the present 
year Tsing Yao-erh, a ustive of Mienyang 
Chou, Hupeh, fell in with » certain man 
named Yang and whilst strolling along to- 
getherthey began totalk about their extreme 
poverty atid the difticulty they found in mak- 
ingends meet. Amongst other suggestions 
‘Tseng proposed that they should yet hold of 
some young girl sell her, and divide the 
proceeds. Yang’ hereupon stated that he 
was very intimately acquainted with a man 
named Liu Hsin-yiin, who had a daughter 
about ten years old, just the sort of thing 
they wanted, and that he was willing to 
acsist in carrying her off. ‘They then invited 
three others, Chang I-lsiang, Hsiao Yin- 
kou and Liu San-lin, to join in their plot, 
and fixed on the first of July as the day for 
carrying it into execution, On the day 
appointed Tséng appeared at the rendezvous 
armed with some foreign matches, « sharp 
knife and an iron measuring rod, Liu and 
Hsiao carried wooden staves, but the others 
came empty-handed. At midnight they 
proceeded to Liu Hsin-yiin's house, which 
was entered by Tséng accompanied by Liu 
and Heino, Chang and Yang waiting for 
them outside. It so happened that the 
master of the house was abseut on a visit 
to some friends at T‘ienmén and the only 
people at home were the girl and her 
mvther, who were of course unable to offer 





any resistance. Once they had obtained 
possession of the child they were in some 
doubt as to what to do with her, but 
eventually agreed to ship her off to 'Han- 
kow and sell her there. ‘This they accord- 
ingly did, and on arrival there they 
took lndgings and set about finding a 
purchaser, assisted by a fallow villager 
Ch*en-hsiang, who was induced by a pro- 
mise of part of the proceeds to lend 
them his assistance. Before, however, they 
had managed to effect the sale of the girl, 
Tséng, Chang, and Ch‘en were arrested 
by the police, who had been set on their 
track by Liu’ Hsin-yiin, and were brought 
before the Wuch‘ang Prefect for trial. 
‘The result of this trial was that Ts¢ng was 
summarily put to death for having plotted 
to abduct a girl, and Chang was sentenced 
to death by strangulation after the autumn 
assizes for acting ashisaccomplice. Chen 
who rendered them assistance in Hankow 
was thus made a participator in their crime 
and has been sentenced to 100 blows and 
banishment to a distance of over 3,000 Li. 
23rd and 24th December. 
REPORT OF THE HONAN COMMISSION, 

K‘un Kang and Ch'ien Ying-p‘u report 
the result of the mission of enquiry into 
certain matters in Honan on which they 
were sent by direct orders from His 
Majesty in person. They afterwards re- 
ceived from the Grand Secretariat a copy 
of the original memorial of mdictment, 
whilst en route they received at Chochou 
copy of an Imperial Decree dated the 28th 
of October, summarising the various points 
of the indictment and directing them to 
enquire into these matters and report_in 
full, They arrived at the provineial capital 
of Honan on the 13th of November, and 
immediately set to work with their secre- 
taries to go into the various details, and 
after having personally examined the Pro- 
vincial Treasurer Liao Shou-féng, the Pro- 
vingial Joige Oh’ang Lz, and the Protech 
of K‘aiféng Wu Ch‘ing-shou, they have 
now humbly to present the result of their 
investigations. 

(1) In the memorial of indictment it is 
stated that Lien Ying, the district magistrate 
of Linchang, made a report with regard to 
locusts in his district, which was not ac- 
cepted as true by his immediate superior 
Hsieh Tsu-yiian, the Prefect, who sent a 
deputy to enquire into the matter. This 
had such an effect on Lien’s mind that he 
‘became insane and killed his wife. When 
the Governor got to hear of this he was of 
opinion that undue pressure had been ex- 
ercised by the Prefect, and sent officers to 
arrested the tweiynan whom he had sent to 
make enquiries along with the prefect's 
private secretary, with the result that Hsieh 
died of grief aud shame. As this charge 
had for its origin a ion of locusts, 
memorialists made it their duty to sift the 
matter from the very beginning and they 
find that in the 5th moon of the present 
year Hsieh Tsu-yian, the Prefect of Chang- 
t'é, learned that locusts had made their 
appearance in certain villages in the Rei- 
huang district. As Linchang immediately 
adjoins Keihuang he directed Lien Ying 
to make a report on his district, As 
Lien reported that no locusts had been 
found in the Linchang villages the Per- 
fect was afraid that this could not be 
accurate as the whole of the neighbouri 
country was swarming with them, an 
sent deputies on two occasions to’ make 
enquiries, which it was clearly his 
duty to do. These reported that Lien’s 
statements were in accordance with fact 
and that no locusts were to be seen. When 
a month later, Lien Ying in a fit of in- 
sanity killed his wife, the Governor, afraid 
lest ‘this fit might have been brought on 
by the locust affair, sent an expectant 
Prefect to make enquiries. This was but 
natural in the interests of the public, and 
no blame can attach to him on that account. 
In his rescript on the Changté Prefect’s 



























reportshe simply asked for fuller parti- 





culars ; nothing was said about arresting 
the deputy or his private secretary. Hsieh 
Tsu-yiian moreover died on the 22nd of 
August, and the servant who reported his 
death stated that it was due to a carbuncle 
which the doctors were unable to cure. 
The -tory that he died of grief aud shame 
is thus proved to be inaccurate. 

(2) TI e second charge, that the Yenchin; 
District Magistrate, Kuo Ping-hsin, hi 
poisoned himself under very suspicious 
circumstances is thus explained. In the 
7th moon of the 15th year Kuo Ku-t‘ao, 
the holder of the substantive appointment 
as Yenching Hsien, was transferred to 
act at Shangcheng ‘and Kuo Ping-hsin 
was appointed to take his place for the 
time being. When he took over charge 
he signed a deed stating that the accounts 
were all in order, but when in the 
4th moon of the Present your Kuo, Keu- 
t‘ao returned to his post he found de- 
falcations in the accounts amounting to 
over Tis. 3,300. Ping-hsin being unable 
to clear off this amount, took poison and 
died. All this was duly reported at the 
time and a formal enquiry made. Memor- 
ialists see no reason to doubt the statement 
made by the Governor in his memorial to 
the Throne that Kuo Ping-hsin committed 
suicide on account of his inability to make 
good the deticiencies in his accounts. 

(3) The third charge is that of the 
scandal caused by the daughter of an 
old woman named Ma living in the Gover- 
nor’s yamén, and the peculiar way in 
which the assassin who made an attempt 
n the Governor's life was got out of the 
in order to hush up disagreeable 
evidence which might have come out at his 
trial. The Governor when questioned re- 
plied as follows: “ When I was Provincial 
Treasurer for Honan the pedlar-woma’ 
Ma was never in the lmbit of frequenti* yy 
my yamén, nor do I find it on record tint 
the late Governor Tu Tsung-ying ord ered. 
her expulsion. When last year I too? . over 
charge of my present post it is true one of 
my female servants was named Ke, but I 
deny thatshe married her son toa daughter 
of the woman named Ma.”

BIRTHDAY. 
On the morning of the 27th ult, divine 


service was conducted by Dr. Faber on 
board the Litis. 

In the evening at the Club Concordia, 
about eighty gentlemen sat down to dinner, 
the officers of the Zitis all in full uniform.

Shortly after ten o'clock the following 
very eloquent birthday speech was delivered 
by the German Consul-General, Legat 
rath Dr. Stiibel. Quite naturally it was 
received with rapturous applause, ‘The 
Hocks were loud and louder: grew till they 
were succeeded by “Hail to Thee in Victor's 
Wreath,” the audience standing :— 


A birthday should be to all of us a day 
collecting the thoughts; on which every’ 
one of us ought to ask himself why he has 
speut the life which lies behiud him us he has 
dune aud not in auother way ; on which he 
reflects on the causes of his successes and 
his failures and thinks with gratitude of 
1 who stood near him in his progress 
enriched his life. It isa day, when « 
man should realise his faults, resolve to 
rid himself of them and make new ple 
from the execution of which, he hopes, 
happiness aud prosperity will resule to 
himself and his family. In the same 
way the birthday of our Emperor should 
be to all German people a day for thinking 
‘on the past and future, 

So, then, before our mental eye there lies 
to-day the history of the German past. 
We see how our ancestors worked and 
fought, omquered, and submitted

floprishing times and how their faults and 
weakuesses hasten the period of decline, We 
think with gratitude of the great men, who 
e raised our country to the pinnacle 
glory and with sorrow of the times of 
impotence and weakness from which our 
peopl have not been spared.
